An Act to provide for the repeal of the Dramatic Performances 
Act, 1670, in torce in me Union territory of Delhi. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Fourteenth Year of the 
Republic of India as follows:— 


1. This Act may be called the Dramatic Performances (Delhi Re¬ 
peal) Act, 1963.

(c) any penalty, forfeiture or punishment incurred in res¬

( d ) any investigation, legal proceeding or remedy in res¬ 
pect of any such right, privilege, obligation, liability, penalty, 
forfeiture or punishment as aforesaid; 

and any such investigation, legal proceeding or remedy may be 
instituted, continued or enforced and any such penalty, forfeiture or 
punishment may be imposed, as if the said Act had not been repealed,
